PURE STOCKS OF CEREAL SEEDS 


The most important event, each 
year, connected with the production 
of pure seed, is the annual meeting of 
the Canadian Seed Growers’ 
tion. This was held the third 
week in Jume at Olds, Alberta. 
Prominent seed growers from all 
over Canada were gathered im the 
Provincial School of Agriewitere and 
Home Feonomics to discsse ways and 
means of maintaining and im 
the quatity of Canadian . Wo 
one could attend these meetings with- 
out wondering wkat would happen to 
the yield and quality of our field 
crops were it net for the efferts ef a 
comparatively smell group of herd- 
working seed growers. 

Regulations governing the ea, 
tion of Registered seed are made by 
the Canadian Seed Growers’ Assoeta- 
tion. Field and seed inspections, 
essential to the accuracy of pedigrees 
and observance of purity standards, 
are the responsibility of the Plant 
Products Division, Dominion Depart: 
ment of Agriculture. 

The various terms applied te the 
different types of seeds are confusing 
to many farmers, Actually they need 
not be. By purchasing Registered 
seed, the farmer can be assured of 
pedigree and performanee, This is all 
he desires when buying a pure-bred 
bull or boar. 

We cannot avoid the use of terms 
such as Foundation seed, Elite seed, 
Registered seed and Certified seed. 
Hitherto we have had Virst Gen- 
eration Registered, 2nd, 3rd, 4th 
Generations, and so on, Each year, 
the seed is one more year removed 
from pElite, which produces First 
Generation Registered. However, the 
standards of purity are the same for 
all generations, so as long as a stock 
will pass field and seed inspection it 
might as well be just “Registered.”

Air Force aircrews is indicated by re- 
cent instructions from Air Force Head- 
quarters as received at the Calgary re- 
cruiting centre wherein several new 
branches of aircrew duties has been 
announced. Henceforth in addition to 
the established categories of Pilots, 
Air Observers, and Wireless Operators 
(Air Gunners), there has been added 
those of Air Navigators, Air Bombers 
and Air Gunners. 

Under the new plan, candidates will 
be enlisted in three aircrew divisions. 
Those who will proceed from the Man- 
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ty must have Junior Matriculation or 
its equivalent through academic train- 
ing under the War Emergency Train- 
ing Plan and will graduate from Ini- 
tial Training School as potential Air 
Observers, Pilots, Air Navigators or 
Air Bombers. The second class are 
those selected for training as Aircrew 
(Wireless School). These candidates 
Will be posted following training and 
outfitting to a Wireless School.
